The total consumption of water for the 
year ending 31st December, 1918, was 
26,230,800 gallons, an increase of 491,500 
gallons over the consumption for the year 
1917. The average consumption per 
month for all purposes was 2,354,650—an 
increase of 40,950 gallons over the con-’ 
sumption for the previous year. The 
amount of water registered through the 
was approxitnately 18 
million gallons for the year, equivalent 
to 64 gallons per head of the populatign 
per day. . 

The Defence Corps drilled regularly 
until the end of July, when parades, were 
suspended on account of the bot weathor, 
Qwing to the Armistice, no drills have 
been held in the latter part of the year. 
There would appear to be no present 
necessity for maintaining the Corps on 
an active footing.

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INDUSTRY'S 
MEMORANDUM TO THE PREMIER. 
An important meeting of manufactur- 
ere was held recently at the Connaught 
Rooms, London, to discuss the pence 
terms to be imposed upon Germany, it 
was a resumption of the second annual 
-ganoral meeting ofthe lederation of 
British Industries Sir Vincent Caillard 
presided: over a large attendance of the 


loading representatives of industry in 


Great Britain, and a memoranda, in- 
dicating the terms upon which British 
industry thinks peace with Germany 
should be concluded, was carried enubu. 
sinstically, and was ordered to be for: 
warded to the Prime Minister and other 


members of the Gorernment concerned. 
The terma of the memorandum ave as 
follows : -- 

The Federation of British Indurtrics 
fully endorécs the arguments which have 
been advanced in other quarters for com 
pelling the enemy countries lo make such 
reparation, ae is possible, by paying 
the full cost of the war, on the grounds 
of abstract justice, as a preventive of 
future aggression, nnd as a warning to 
amy nation, which may ever be tempted 
to follaw their example. They desire, 
however, to urge more particulurly on 
his Majesty's Government the  rerious 
economic aspects of the question. 

Unless the enemy count: pay, the 
burden will have to be borne is coun. 
try in the form of immensely increased 
taxation for many years to come, This 
taxation, however ingeniously its ori- 
inal incidence may be devised, must, 
ike all other taxation, fall ultimately 
upon tha industry of the country, and form 
an element in tho cost of pro tuction. A 


‘great inérease in the total cost of pro- 


ction can only have three possible re- 
sults—an increase in the price of the pro- 
duct, a diminution in sales, ending oven- 
tually in national bankruptey, or a re- 
duction in the remuneration reocivod: by 
all classes engnsed in production. 

The first will be impossible, owing to 
the competition of the.countries who Bave 
taken no part in the war or who have 
take a lesser part than this country, and 
whose total cost of production will con- 
sequently be less; the second means na- 
tional disaster ; the third will mean that 
producers of all classes~cmployers and 
employed alike—will have to work harder 
and receive jess than they have ever done 
before. Capital will be driven away 
from, British enterprises to those of less 
heavily urdoned countrics, and both the 
creation of new industries and the de- 
velopment of those already in existence 
will be seriously restricted. 

Under such oircumstancea the general 
standard of living would inevitably he 
reduced, and it is even probable that. the 
total national wealth would prove insuffi. 
cient to provide simultaneously for the 
war charges, and' for the important, but 
costly, reforms in housing, wages, an 
houra of labour now contemplated, 

TRANSFERRING THE BURDEN. 

The Federation therefore desires ta 
urge upon his Majesty's Government tho 
absolute necessity of transferring « tho 
burden of the war to those nations 
are sole onsible for its creation. 

They ‘feel, however, that so much of 
the damage and loss caused by the war 
must necessarily remain beyond any- 
Rossi lity of reparation that they must 

fine clearly thoge items which they con- 
sider can be dealt with. These are: - 

I.--All expenses incurred, as a direct 
or indirect consequence of the war, by 
the Allied Governments, ' 

11. Complete compensation for all 
lous of Allied public property or of 
private property owned by Allied pub- 
jects, wherever situated, including 
shipping and invested capital, and’ for 
all damage to such property arising 
from the war. 

111.—Componsation for all personal 
injuries, including a sum representin 
the capitalised cost of all pensions paid 
to disabled men and to widows and 
orphans. : 

V.—An estim@ted sum. to cover tho 
loas in national power of production, 
caused by the death or disablement of 
potential producers, and by the dis- 
organisation of the means of produc- 
tion and transport. 

V.—All enemy debts and’ obligations, 
on_whatever account, 

Vi.—Lnterest on all these charges 
from the date incurred until the date 
of final payment. 

If the enomy Powers are unable, as is 
probable, to meet this debt by on imme- 

fate capita] payment, its collection will 
probably. extend 
‘period. 
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Payment in kind; either by raw 
arial or in the form of replacement 
of property damaged or destroyed, should 
only be permitted under  bafeguards 
which would effectually prevent any pos- 
sible injury to she development of in- 
dustry and employment in the Allied 
countries or any misreprescntation us 
to the value of such payments. 
Payments in kind should tl fore be 
made w the Inter Abied  Cusnmission 
which would diapos of the gouds and 
credit the sume they received for them to 
the enemy Governments, The Commis- 
aion should be cmpowered to tefupe any 
manufactured articles, which cuwld he 
supplied by Allied countrics. 

The institution of such a Coo, 
if accompanied hy a complete disarma- 
ment of the ene forces, and by any 
necesaary restriction on 1 1c deve Oprowmt 
of aircraft or other mene | ui sasiden 
atunck, would enable extensive militar, 
occupation to cease at an anrly date, an 
eduld probably enable the Allies, whilo 
cocupying a few puints ot strategic im- 
portanes from a military or naval point 
of view, to reduce their own armaments 
to un extent. which would be impossible 
under any other conditions, 

AL thy same time, by providing a com- 
mon jntercel and responsibility, and a 
definite objert for continued: association 
and discussion, it showd prove a valuable 
influence in constituting the Allied and 
nesociated nations the nucleus of a 
League of Nations, into whieh the enemy 
countries themselves, when their debt has 
becn paid and their period of atonement 
und probation. completed, could, in due 
course, be admitted, Buch u course wou ld 
probably bes preferred even in the onemy 
countries themselves to the constant In- 
terference and! friction catised by a pro - 
longed and extensive uniliLary ceed:

BRITISH RELATIONS WITH THE 
GERMANB. 


TEST QUESTION AT “THE GENERAL 
ELECTION.

Lonpon, January 2nd. 

Professor Middleton Smith, of Hong- 
kong, contributes a very readable article 
to the T#mexs Trade Supplement on tho 
attitude of the British in China towards 
Germans. He pointy out that before the 
war the Germans in the Far Rast planned 
and plotted for the benefit of the Kaiser. 
The Hritish in Hongkong, he says, were 
generous sportsinen, nnd, if they were 
Imaten in trade or games by men of other 
nationalities, they ' tooke che gruel with 
a smile’ and attempted to do better 
nex, time. They only miade une con. 
dition that their rivals should "play 
the game.’ But in Hongkong, Professor 
Smith telle the 7émea readers, the 
Rritish “have discovered that some of 
their guests were playing with loaded 
dia, and Uncy do not want to have any- 
thing to do with such people.” 

The writer wpplaudy early settlers in 
Hongkong for their devotion to spert. 
These traders, le remarks, evidently 
thought of business first and pleasure 
ajierwards; in proof of which he recalls 
that, while the Chamber of Commerce was 
founded in 1861, it was foMe years later 
that. the oclebrated annual races com- 
menced. In reference Lo this he says: 
“Tt ig n noticeable fact that, in the Far 
East, the merchants far many years past 
have patronised the sport af kings and 
supported, with equal gtncrosity, the 
charities and the Jockey Club There is, 
indeed, something suggestive of magni 
ficence in the way in which these farpana, 
oy heads of important firms, found time 
and money for the sociul amenities, 
public life, and charitable work.”

MAIL, 

The American Shipping Board str. 
Caddopeak, operated by the Pacifie Mail 
Steamship Co., which has just arrived in 
the Far East from San Francisco, repre- 
sents the latest type of cargo boat con 
struction, having o cargo capacity of 
6,000 tons. A short time ago the company 
had a similar Shipping Board ship, the 
Volunteer, in service for a voyage.

ships. The Shipping Board has now 
assigned to the Pacific Mail, for perman- 
en, operation, three trans: Pacific cargo 
boats, two capable of carrying 14,000 tons 
of freight and the other 10,000 tons.
